As the real power behind both cam- 
paigns of Governor Brown, and because 
of his distinguished service to the state 
as attorney general and for five years 
as governor, it was universally con- 
céded that he was the logical man on 
whom the choice of Governor Brown 
Indeed, his name is the 
only one seriously discussed in this 
connection. 

Term Expires In 1915. 

The term for which Senator Clay 
was elected—his third term—would 
have expired on March 3, 1915, He had 
only served 20 months of a six-year 
term, having taken part in the tariff 
session and the first regular session of 
the sixty-first congress. 

Under the law, Governor Brown has 
the power of filling the office unti] the 
next session of the legislature meets 
and elects a successor for the unexpired 
term. Governor Brown's appointee will, 
therefore, represent the state in the 
next session of congress, which meets 
the first Monday in December and ad- 
journs on March 4.

Semator Bacon’s Tribute. 

Senator Bacon, in speaking of the 
death of his colleague and friend, said: 

“The death of Clay was a tremendous 
loss to Géorgia and the whole country. 
To me personally it was like the death 
of a brother. "No state ever had a. 
more faithful, zealous, efficient and 
untiring worker than he.” 

Senator Bacon, on receiving the lét- 
ter from Senator Clay last Friday, 
planned to leave home-at 7:30 Monday 
morning on the Southern, to visit him. 
He left Macon at the time originally 
intended, but he was hever to see his 
colleague again in life. 

No two men in congress were more 
devoted to each other than Georgia's 
two senators. They entertained the 
highest regard for each other, and con- 
sulted unreservedly on subjects com- 
ing before that body. Rarely did they 


cast opposing votes, and their friend-

AVIATOR FLIES 
FROM BATTLESHIP 


oruiser caused one of the propeller 
blades to be jagged as though a coarse 
saw had gone along on its edge and 
a small piece was split from the blade. 
But not for an instant was the speed 
of the aeropiane lessened, and it darted 
away with express train rapidity on 
its victorious flight. Intermittent rain 
throughout the day, several small hail 
showers and continuous fog almost 
compelled the aviator to postpone his 
flight. But he was determined to prove, 
as he said after the flight, that he 
could accomplish more than had been 
expected-of him. 


Birmingham to get into motion, which 
would have added to his momentum, 
and have been a great help to him, but 
seizing an opportune moment between 


were on the ship with him and on 
the other vessels stationed at various 
poluts near by to follow and assist 
him in case of need, were aware that 
he was ready for his wonderful flight, 
the first of its kind the world has ever 
seen. 

Possible to Fiy Safely From Ship. 

Ely ,proved today that it is possible 
to fiy safely from a ship, and after 
having done this, asserted with em- 
phasis that it would be an easy mat- 
ter for an aeroplane to alight on a 
vessel, either while the latter was 
moving or stationary. Naval experts 
‘who witnessed the flight, expressed 
their belief that the navies of the 
world in the future must take the 
aeroplane into consideration when 
mapping out plans of action. 

Captain Washington I. Chambers, 
who has been detailed by the Navy 
department as chairman of a board 
for aeronautical investigation, declared 
that the flight was more than he had 
anticipated, and he is confident that the 


will be equipped with a number of 
aeroplanes. They would not be for 
battleship use, he explained, but for 
scout duty in connection with the work 
of the scout cruisers of tite navy. 

“When Mr. Ely flew with such ease 
from a standing ship,” he said, “it 
showéd beyond doubt that his task 
would have been much sfmpler if the 
Birmingham had been moving.” 

Machine One Used by Curtiss. 

Starting out from the Norfolk navy 
yard at 11:30 o'clock this morning on 
the Birmingham, closely followed by 
th@ two torpedo boat destroyers, Roe 
and Terry, and by the torpedo boats, 
Bailey and Stringham, it was fully 
‘four hours later before Mr. Ely’s ma- 
chine was working to his full satisfac- 
tion. ' 

The machine in which he flew was 
the one which Glenn Curtiss sailed 
down through the air channels of the 
Hudson river valley from Albany to 
New York. It had seen two previous 
cross-water flights, one over lake Erie 
from Euclid Beach to Cedar Point and 
back, a distance of seventy miles; the 
other by Mr. Curtiss himself over the 
Atlantic ocean off Atlantic City, when 
it covered a distance of fifty miles. 

The distance which Mr. Bly flew to- 
day was nearly five miles. The Bir- 
mingham was lying in the roads only 
a quarter of a mile from the hote! 
Chamberlain; but in making his flight 
to Willoughby Spit, he flew in a curve, 
so that, while the exact distance could 
not be determined, it was believed he 
covered almost five miles. It was 3:16 
o'clock when he took to the air; five 
minutes later he was safe on the solid 
soil of Virginia a few miles north of 
Norfolk. Mr. Ely after being brought 
back on a launch and placed aboard 
the Roe, said he was net fond of the 
water; but he had conquered his fears 
long enough to remain over it in fog 
and accomplish his purpose. 

Aviator Almost Blinded, 

When he struck the water on diving 
off the 83-foot platform erected on the 
bow of the Birmingham, salt water 
dashed into his face and goggles, so 
that he could not see for several min- 
utes in which direction he was going. 
He had planned to take a somewhat 
different course from that which he ac- 
tually followed, and land a little farth- 
er to the north. The greatest height 
he attained was estimated at about 
500 feet. 

His striking the water, he said aft- 
erwards, was due to a slight’ miscal- 
culation. He had planned “before he 
left the incline on the Birmingham to 
drop near the water so as to get the 
momentum which he wanted to carry 
him upwards; but he over-reached the 
mark slightly. 

Mr. Ely went back to Norfolk im- 
mediately after the flight: and if 
weather conditions tomorrow are fav- 
able will attempt a flight over the 
city. The following day he is away 
to show his prowess of the air in a 
flight he will give at Raleigh. 

He Won 85,000 Prize. 

It is understood that Mr. Ely by his 
flight today has won a $5,000 prize, 
offered by John Barry Ryan for the 
first flight of a mile or more from any 
ship to land. 

Further experiments of a similar na- 
ture, it is believed, will be condacted 
In the near future by the navy de- 
partment. The opinion was freely ex- 
pressed on all sides today that ‘the 


aeroplane must be taken seriously in 
naval warfare of the future.

I thought I had 
swallowed a fly. Mr. Sprayberry 
walked off, and Ike Williams and my 
son, Flem, both drank the coffee, and 
they were sick. I did not know of Mr. 
and Mrs. Sprayberry getting sick until 
after dinner. For dinner we had fried 
potatoes, ham and coffee, and no bread. 
Just as soon as Mr. Sprayberry had 
eaten his dinner he got-up and vom- 
ited on the floor. Then Mrs. Spray- 
berry got sick and vomited. Mr. Spray- 
berry tried to smoke his pipe and then 
laid down on the bed. Mrs. Spray- 
berry sat on the steps very sick, 
then went to bed. I sent One of the 
men to tell some of the kinfolks, 
he went to the house of Mr. Ozmer. 
Then the kinfolks and,the doctor came, 
and that is all I know about it.”

Dr. H. J. Sprayberry, 
Ga., did not think it 
to hold an inquest.

This unconscious race suicide, or race murder to put it more 
accurately, is one of the issues that the City Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, in co-operation with the physicians of Fulton county, 1s try- 
ing to reach in itS series of public health lectures. 

Motherhood is the strongest primal instinct controling the 
women ot the race. 


Now, if you told.millions of mothers in America that they were 
indirectly responsibie for the deaths of their children you would 
likely make yourself an extremely unpopular and discredited m- 
dividual. 

Yet that is precisely within the realms of truth. 

The record is that nearly one-fourth of the babies born in this 
country die before they reach the'age of one year. Of these, it is 
estimated that 65 per cent die from preventable diseases. Consid- 
ering the numbers of other children who die from preventable 
disease before and after reaching the school age, it is a conserva- 
tive estimate that one-fourth of the children of the race are offered 
up annually as a terrible tribute to ignorance, neglect, indifference. 

It is a tragic reality that the majority of children are assured 
of a better chance of life and health AFTER they arrive at the age 
of discretion. It is then they can do their own thinking and ob- 
serving, and take those measures of prevention and protection 
which -should have been taken for them in earlier years by their 
parents. So it is that the larger number of these helpless little 
ones must first run the gauntlet of disease—the ones we formerly 
attributed to the Divine Will—before getting a chance to work out 


their own salvation. 


Of late years, the trend has been one .decidedly of improve- 
ment, and it is the hope of the organized women and the physicians 
of Atlanta to accelerate the movement still farther in this com- 
munity and the state-at-large by timely talks, delivered by notable 
medical authorities in terms easily comprehensible to the wives 
and mothers and |

The 
farmers have been warned that the 
pest of the far-southern cotton fields, 
after getting in its work destructively 
over @ large area tn Texas and Louis- 
jana, has crossed the Mississippi and is 
now ravaging some of the territory to 
the eastward. The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion is alive to the meaning ‘of this 
eastward movement of the insect and 
sounds this alarm to the Georgia 
planters: 

“It wil! be suicidal to wait until the 
boil weevil is at our doors for Georgia 
to make plans for its contro!

The weevil is headed ihis 
way. Farly planting of the cotton 
crop and careful preparation of the 
ground are the only preventive meas- 
yet devised that have proved

Columbus, Ga., November 14.—(Spe- 
cial.) Committees from the city coun- 
cil, county commissioners and board of 
trade met jointly this afternoon to take 
action over what is claimed will be a 
material reduction in the force at the 
Central of Georgia railway shops here. 

It is claimed that most of the skilled 
labor will be sent to the new shops at 
Macon, and that the works here wil] be 
reduced to mere repair shops, with a 
small force of men. The result of the 
conference was to direct the city or- 
dinary to investigate the legal phase 
of the situation. 

The city donated grounds to the 
railroad company years ago on condi- 
tion that shops be maintained here, and 


will be a virtual violation of the con- 
dition, in which event the land should 
revert to the city. The railroad com- 
pany claims that the changes in the 
shops here will not be as great as 
claimed. and that all work that can 
be done in Columbus will continue 
here.

few days ago and carried along with 
hyn medicaments for just such -an 
emergency. Tolstoi’s daughter, Alex- 
andra, is acting as his nurse. 

Telegraphic reports of his condition 
are far*from favorable. Indeed, they 
are considered :extremely pessimistic. 
The temperature of the aged writer is 
104, indicating probably a serious 
congestion and of itself an alarming 
symptom in one of Tolstoi’s years. The 
mental anguish of the patient handi- 
caps the efforts of the physician to 
reduce the fever. Even if Tolstoi re- 
covers there can be no question of his 
continuing the journey to the Cau- 
casus, where he hoped to end his life 
among the Tolstoian colony on the 
shore of the Black sea. 

Tolstoi had hoped to escape notice 
after his hasty departure from Yasna- 
va Poliana and spend a quiet week of 
farewell with his sister, Marie, a nun 
in the ancient cloister of Shamardino, 
in the province of Kaluga, but he in- 
sisted upon leaving immediately he 
found his retreat had been discovered. 
He drove in a carriage last evening 
from Shamardino to Kozelsh, accom- 
panied by his daughter, Alexandra, and 
Dr. Makovetsky, in order to cover his 
movements, and announced thathe w2s 
going to Moscow, where he has a 
house. Later, however, the party 
changed cars and boarded a slow local 
train proceeding in the direction of 
the Caucasus. 

Tolstoi, with his two companions, 
made his way to an unventilated third- 
class compartment, which was: crowd- 
ed with peasants. The atmosphere 
was stifling and he developed such a 
fever that Dr. Makovetsky thought it 
unwise to attempt to reach Dankov, 
the first town of any considerable size 
along the south. They left the train 
at Astapova, which is merely a Iittle 
flag station. There is no hospital 
there and only a few peasant huts. 
The count was taken into the station 
building, where he remained during 
the night.

“BUTTERFLIES” LOSE MEMBER 


The death of Mrs. Frances Garardine 
Haynes Everett, widow of the late 
Captain W. 8S. Everett, ‘one of Atlanta's 
most prominent citizens and business 
men for many years, removes from

This does not mean, however, that 
the home proper, or the 25 acres sur- 
rounding it, will be sold. It is to be 
kept intact according to present plans 
and will continue in the ownership of 
Bb. M. Willingham. 

The original home tract of General 
Gordon, which is located 4 miles south 
from the center of Atlanta at the 
suburb of Kirkwood on the North De- 
catur car line, contained 100 acres of 
land and was sold four or five years 
ago by Mrs. Gordon, widow of the 
general, to J. A. and E. M. Willing- 
ham, for $40,000. 

Prior to the death of General Gordon 
he had divided the 100 acres of land 
into 75 and 25-acre tracts, the latter 
to be retained for the home and in- 
cluding the beautiful colonia] man- 
sion, and the former including the 
plantation tract, which was to be 
offered for sale. Following his death 
the entire tract, including the man- 
sion, was sold by Mrs. Gordon. 

J. A. and E. M. Willingham and 
H. W. Dews, who for the past twelve 
years has been associated with Joel 
Hurt, have formed a company for the 
purpose of disposing of the 75 acres 
of land around Sutherland, and these 
will be put on the market at an early 
date.

Sketch of Inman. 

Hugh Inman was 63 years of age 
December 24, and was born in Dand- 
ridge, Jefferson county, Tennessee, the 
Inman family being one of the oldest 
and most prominent families of that 
section of the old Volunteer state. He 
was the youngest of three sons of 
Ss. W. Inman, his mother being before 
her marriage Miss Jane Martin, a mem- 
ber of another distinguished Tennessee 
family. Of his two brothers, Samuel 
M. Inman, of Atlanta, widely Known 
throughout the south as a leader in in- 
dustry, progress and finance, survives 
him, the other brother, the second son, 
John H. Inman, at the time of his death 
several years ago in New York, was 
one of the most prominent leaders in 
the development of the south. ‘ 

When the war between the states 
came on both 8S. M. and John UH. 
Inman enlisted under the Stars and 
Bars, and during that great struggeve 
were ever in ranks. And there, too, 
Hugh T. Inman would have been but 
for the fact that his age barred him 
from enlistment. 

Shortly after the close of the war. Mr. 
Inman went to New York to engage in 
business with an unmecle, William H. 
Inman, a successful and prominent 
business man of New York city. His 
career in New York was successful, 
and with money he had acquired in 
that city he moved to Savannah, where 
he entered the cotton Wubiness and 
here he added to his reputation as a 
successful business man. After a few 
years in Savannah Mr. Inman moved 
to Atlanta, where he has always been 
regarded as a financial leader, 

A Financial Leader. 

Since coming to Atlanta Mr. Inman 
has been connected with almost every 
successful financial enterprise in the 
cHy. He was interested in building 
the Atlantic Compress & Warehouse 
CC» the Atlanta Home Insuranc? Cvoin- 


Atlanta Trust and Banking Com- 
pany, and the Kennesaw Guano Com- 
pany. When the old Kimball was 
burn:d in the early ’80’s Mr. Inman 
was one of the most liberal in sub- 
scribing to the rebuilding and gradu- 
ally acquired stock in the company 
until he finally owned the entire build- 
ing, which a few years ago he trans- 
ferred to hig son-in-law, John W. 
Grant, 

Mr. Inman is one of the _ largest 
stockholders in the Atlanta National 
bank, and is one of its official board. 
He also owns stock in a number of 
other banks of the city. 

Mr. Inman has long been prominent 
in Atlanta’s municipal life, and few of 
its citizens have given more abundant- 
ly of time and effort. He has served 
in both .branches of council and has 
been head of many of the leading and 
most important committees. He has 
been twice in the council and once in 
the aldermanic board, and wags second 
the council to be made 
chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, the chairmanship of that com- 
mittee for a long time being looked 
upon as a perquisite og the aldermanic 
board.

There are 225 
votes on a joint ballot and it will re- 
quire 113 to elect. 
Special Primary May Be Called. 

‘A most interesting suggestion in this 
connection is the possibility of a spe- 
gial election being called by the state 
executive committee to give the voters 
of the state an opportunity to express 
their preference. If this is done, the 
election would practically be taken 
out of the hands of the legislature 
and put up to the people, and all the 
legislature would be called upon to do 
would be to ratify the expression of 
the people's. will Georgia was the 
first southern state and one of the 
first in the union to adopt this meth- 
od of selecting United States senators. 

In thi8 connection it is a subject of 
lively conjecture as to whether or-not 
Governor-elect Smith would be a can- 
Aidate for the senate in the primary, 
and, if successful, would decline elec- 
tion as governor. In his former races

suv ta sauwakes no specific provision 
for the succession to the governorship 
in the event the person elected de- 
clines to take the oath and qualify. 
Such a contingency does not seem to 
have occurred to the framers of the 
constitution. 

If a Special election for senator 
should be held and Mr. Smith be a 
successful contestant, he might resign 
as gOvernor immediately after the 
consolidation of the vote for governor 
by the legislature and the declaration 
of the result, or he might fill the office 
during most of the time the legislature 
was in session, and then resign dur- 
ing the closing days. The president of 
the senate would, in that event, assume 
the duties of governer, and the legis- 
lature would call a special] election 
to be held within sixty days to choose 
a Successor, 

When the legislature meets next 
summer it Will open and publish the 
returns of the recent state election, 
and declare Hoke Smith the new gOvV- 
ernor. ‘Then if Mr, Smith should re- 
sign, the president of the senate will 
succeed to the office. It seems settled 
beyond a reasonable doubt that John 
M. Slaton, of Fulton, will be the next 
president of the senate. 

Of course, if a primary for the nomi- 
nation of a United States senator to 
succeed Mr. Clay should be held in 
the meantime, and Governor Brown's 
appointee for the interim, who will un- 
doubtedly be Mr. Terrell, or if Mr. 
Smith secured a majority of the votes 
in that contest, his election would be 
formally ratified by the general as- 
sembly, 

Whatever the method of selecting a 
Senator for the term of Senator Clay 
remaining after next June, it is con- 
sidered certain that Governor Brown's 
appointee will be a candidate, and 


there is a strong feeling that Mr 
Smith will be. 


Recalls Atkinson-Clay Contest. 

The situation’ presents a situation 
strikingly like that before the state in 
October, 1896, when William Y. Atkin- 
son, just elected to g second term as 
governor, sought a senatoria} to in- 
stead of serving out his term. There 
was the strongest kind of opposition 
to the movement, even among friends 
who had loyally supported him fn the 
race for governor. He was gubse- 
quently defeated by Senator Clay, 
largely, it was thought, because of this 
feeling. 

Senator Clay at that time had the 
strong backing of friends he had 
made while serving as a member and 
as presiding officer of each house of 
the general assembly. He had entered 
politics as a member of the city coun- 
cil of Marietta, in which position he 
served two terms. He represented Cobb 
county in the Georgia legislature in 
1884-5 and in the session of 1886-7 and 
again in 1889-90. In his second term 
he was elected speaker pro tempore of 
the house in his third term was elected 
py eral 

Senator Clay was the last speaker 
of the house to preside over a session 
of that body held in the old capitol 
building on Marietta street.and the 
first to preside over a session of the 
house of representatives in the new 
million-dollar capitol building on 
Washington street. In 1892 he was 
elected to the state senate and served 
as president of that body for two years. 

Wanted to Be Governor. 

Senator Clay often spoke of his am- 
bition to serve the state as governor. 
Just why he should have cherished 
this desire, it is hard to say, unless it 
were to serve the people.in a position 
which brings the incumbent so close 
to the masses. He had been in local, 
county, state and national politics; 
had won his spurs in every field short 
of the senatorship except that of the 
gubernatorial arena, and often regret- 
ted that he had missed that gtep.
